Thi'y well' pcuple wh(t could not leave 
bnfiineFs f(jr the entire fewtival, but had 
enough of the sporty dispoeition to de- 
tennine that the great chamdionshii) 
battle between Joto L. SnlliTanand 
James J. Ck)rhett conld not be missed, 
even tlmugh $15 had to Ije given up to 
get into th(^ arcnH at all; $20 had to Ih) 
paid for ii mi railed reserved seat, an<l 
1150 in cash was necessary for a box 
that held dx persons. 

The qmrti could not get away from 
■nch a fast hitter as the Olympic club 
manageinent. and ramo to take the pun- 
ishment that would Ihj meted otit to 
them in tlie nlinpc of prices. The town 
WiU chock full at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and all the men who stood along 
tha curbs were talking about the fight. 

The Olympic club decided yesterday 
that Sullivan would not be allowed to 
wear ii plaster on his stomach. Corbett 
prijt<'ctt'd against this htjon iw ho ar- 
rived in town, and wht-n Sullivan was 
formally notified of the protest, which 
proceeding was gone through yesterday 
aftemooD, the big fellow said he "didn't 
give a blank. He'd let the blank plaster 
go to blank if there was any kick about 
ft from that young ftoUow," meaning 
Oorbatt.

It was 8:40 when the scales werw 
brought in to weigh the gloycs, and at 
the same time it was otticially an- 
nounced that Billy Delaney and Profes- 
lor John Donaldson, of St. Paul, would 
do the chief work on Corbett when in 
hia corner, and that Daly, Dillon and 
throfessor Mike Donovan, of the New 
York Athletic club, would be around to 
hand up bottles and niv*) advice. There 
was a tremendous crowd in the building 
at this time, no room could be found 
anywhers^ 

Bat Masterson was named as Corbett's 
time keeper. Sullivan came on first at 
iif>l. His hwit handlers, .lolniston, Mc- 
Auliffe, -foe Laimon and Ca.si'y were 
withhini. Jack Awhton wa." not to b» 
Men. It was said that Jack ba.s seen 
too much of the red contents of the 
bowlt^d bad bean fired. Corbett 



came in almost immediately after, with 
his friends as named abort, at w^ril as 
W. A. Brady, his manager. 
Both were stripped all the way up 

and down, except tliat tbey wore trunks 
and shoe.s and stuc^kings. Sullivan's 
tnmks were of a bright gn*een, and Cor- 
bett's of a queer mixture of white and a 
shade of slate. Corbett seemed nervous, 
after he had taken his seat, and swung 
his legs fttna the floor up and back 
again like an amateur. Then ail hands 
collected in the middle of the ring and 
shook hands, luimlliTs and all. It was 
announced that Sullivan weighed 212 
pounds and Corbett 187. 

Profeaaor Duffy, the referee, ran from 
comer to comer, looking out for band- 
ages and bodies and waists, nail Andtng^ 
none, ordsred things to go on. When 
the five-ounce gloven were difti'ihnted 
Sullivan had trouble in getting bin hands 
into his. Corbett was ready in an in- 
stant. Sullivan laughed with his hand- 
lers as though he had tol^ a funny story 
of his own, after he had shaken hands 
with "Pompadour Jim." 

First roiand — Ridiciilons exhibition <.f 
prizK fighting. Sulliva^i made no less 
than PI! veil feints witli the U-ft for Cor- 
bett, but (4)r bet t ran around the ring 
each time and no blow wa'^ Ftiui k. 

Second round— Corbett mad" no effort 
to do nnythint" but walk around. The 
bifr fellow Htutxl up leisurely and looked 
at-Corl)ett and then let go a left on Cor- 
bettV shoulder and a clinch ftdlowed. 
On the break-;iway Corl»»;tt touched him 
on the breast. Another dlinch followed, 
and Corbett tried to land his b'ft on Sul- 
livan's face. .lim did get in a slight 
blow on the stomach before the second 
round ended, and the crowd was hanpy. 

Third round— Sullivan missed a left- 
.hander for the .jaw, and then touched 
him on the stomach. It was a rattler, 
of no harm, however. The first good 
blow struck was by Corbett who ran in 
on top of a run by Sullivan. Ccirl)ott 
also reaciifil two lefts nn Sullivan's 
bodvi Whenever Sullivan led Corbett 
ducked and .lohn could not toooh him. 
This occurred three times. 

Fourth round— Sulli villi ni hU- two 
runs at Corbett, but Jim ran away and 
no Mows were struck. Sullivan con- 
tinued to run in on liiiii, but Jim's feet 
were too ;,'ihk1 for the big fellow and he 
Khl)pt'd away like a good sprinter. Sulli- 
van laUKhtd at the tiusiiiess. and Cor- 
bett let Ills left go liglitly on John's face. 
John laughed the more and retunu-d 
his left on ( 'oibett's l)ack as ,Iim turned 
away. It lookeil like a foot race e.\cei)t- 
ing two li^ht blow.s that Corbett got in 
on the champion's face. 

Fifth riiund — In this round Sullivan 
cauglit Corliett a fairly iiard blow on 
the chin, but Corbett clinchtil. and no- 
Ixxly was hurt, Sullivan missed with 
the left and followed tliat with a trifler 
on the shoulder wit li tli'^ left. SiiUivjm 
ma<le a rush and Corbett went at him. 
Wliat followed is hard to describe. Cor- 
iH'tt smashed him with his rii,'lit and 
left on the stoinarh and face and Iiad 
the big fellow's nose l)lee(ling in no time. 
Corbett hammered him a-s a Dixon could 
smack a Skelly, and the great cliampion 
became .SI) surprised that some perr>(jnH 
said he was groggy. Tlu' activity ami 
cli'vernes.s sliuwn by ( 'orbett was so ad- 
mirable that tlie house got uj) and 
yelle.l. 

Si.\tli round — Corbett iuiniied around 
like a cat and worried the nig fellow, 
getting in two light blows on tlie stom- 
ach. Sullivan missed one left-liander 
for the face, but otherwise nothing was 
done 111 the round. 

Seveiitli round— Two s'.ajis on the 
body, one from each, opened this round, 
anil after a bit of fi^jbting, 'orbett let 
his left go on .Tohn'^ .--tomacli. .lolin did 
not seem to mind it. but (,'orlieit went 
at him and gave him two good smacks 
on the face with left, and two more 
soon after, Sullivan's no,-.e was bleed- 
ing again freely. Corbett ran in and 
rushed Sullivan to tlie ropes, letting go 
right and left on the big f(dlow"s body, 
Sullivan could make no return. He 
was tired wlieii lie went to his comer, 
thou^'h he had done nothing in the 
round but take punislimeut. 

Eighth rounil- Sullivan came out 
Worried looking. He made a left lunge 
at Corliett. but Corbett ducked cleverly. 
In a rally StiUivan landed bis right on 
the ribs, bui ("orbett got m two goixl 
left .ial)s on the bcsly, one in the face 
and a^ain two light ones on the face 
and two on the body. Sullivan seemed 
to be played out, or waiting for a 
chance to land the kncx'kotit blow. 

Ninth round- Corbett again led but 
without effect. Then Sullivan gave him 
a back-hauder on the face with little 
harm, and gave him another left on the 
shoulder. Sullivan did not show any 
want of wind, although Corbett hit liiiii 
five times, one after the other, thrt e on 
the body and two on the face. Corbett 
was away ahead ou points, but his blows 
did not seem to weaken the Ug fellow, 
who appeared only tired. 

Tenth round— Corbett stood up to his 
man like a major and the men e.\°ed each 
other like panthers. Sullivan let go his 
left for the jaw, but only touched light- 
ly. Sullivan missed with the left. Both 
lantled left on the face but weakly. 1 h*" 
same again. Sullivan's left found Cor- 
bett's face lightly. Sullivan missed left 
and Corbett jumped back. Corbett 
landed left on face. 

Eleventh round— It now began to 
look like a long fight. Sullivan could 
not get in a straight blow on the clever 
Califomian and Corbett could not hurt 
John L. when he did land. A ccmple of 
Ught passes and a good deal of running 
around by Corbett Corbett hit Sullivan 
in the ' face with left twice and with 
left and right in a climb. Sullivan's 
nose again bleeding. Corbett walking 
around. Corbett got two good cracks 
on Sullivan, on* on face and one on 
stomach. 

Twelfth niuud— Sullivan was still 
steady, and it looked as though they 
might tight a hundred rotmus. Cor- 
bett got in his left three times in the 
atomaoh within three seconds, getting 
away each time and running around. 
Qreat cleverness was shown by Corbeit 
in t3u» .way Itf Jabbed, vi^ got aw»y. tat 



hiaUowf dldnot seam to' be effective. 
Snnivan now made a nisb, tat Corbett 
ran away and whan ha oama Xmck he 
laughed. .Sullivan triad tha aame thing 
twice mora and each tima got a jab 
withUa left on tha atomaoh. 
Thirteenth round— SolUvan had a weary 
look when he came from hia comer, and 
then let go his laft. Ha could not get 
thara as Corbett ran away. Thia aoene 
waafapeatad whan Oorbatt came for- 
ward; h<was smiling, tat waa perspir- 
ing a great deal. Sullivan ruahad him 
and Jun ran away. Sullivan did all the 
moving up and Corbett was jumping 
back again. Nothing waa done in thia 
round ezcejdt one light blow of Corbett's 
on 8iillivan*s cheek. 

Fourteenth round— Sullivan led left 
cn Corbett's neck and Corbett landed 
two lefts on the Akm, and in another at- 
taihpt both missed. Each now touched 
thh other with the left, and then both 
missed. Corbatt again got his left on 
Sulllvan'a face an^ then missed with his 
right. Both miaaad a double blow with 
the left No blows struck in the round 
wotild have broken a pane of glass. 

Fifteenth round— Sullivan went in to 
do Corbett thia time, and rushed Jim 
three times. Tha Califomian'a long 
reach held Jota at bay, and the Ug fel- 
low could not break in under tha guard. 
On the contrary, Corbett'a laft found 
Sullivan's face twice. In two more 
rushes by Sullivan, Corbett bald him off 
and plunked John L. on the riba and 
stomach wHh left Sullivan bad be- 
i>ome very ugly looking before tha and 
i)t the round, but Corbett did not mind 
I hat a bit He went in daauing away 
t'crm I Iowa a£ Wore. 

Sixteenth round— A mutual rush oc- 
curred at ^e opening of this round, but 
both missed their blowB. Snllivanfell 
short with a right-hander, and Oerbett 
hit him on the nose lightly. This Cor- 
bett followed up with a jab in the stom- 
ach and two on the nose with the left. 
Sullivan appeared to be getting desper- 
ate. Ho went at Corbett cautiously, out 
hard. Corbett was not there. John L. 
seemed more worried than ever, espe- 
cially when he received another tap on 
the nose from Corbett's left. 

Seventeenth round— Sullivan succeed- 
ed in getting a little left on Corbett's 
face: with this exception there was only 
fibbing during the round. The house 
had a good deal to laugh at in the men's 
actions, but nothing to get excited over. 

Eighteenth round — Corbett's clever- 
ness in tapping Sullivan arid getting 
away was greatly atUnired up to this 
time, and when he jabbed ^e big fel- 
low four times on the face in succession 
the spectators raised a howl. Sullivan 
here got in a left on Corbett's breast, but 
it did not hurt. Then Cor'.x'tt touched 
John L. up for two right banders on the 
body amid more howls. The people 
si '-med to be with Corbett. 

Xinet«enth round— On coming to- 
gether Snlli\ !in hit Corbett on tl.a neck 
with tlie I' tt prrtty hurd, and ( 'oriiett 
counten d with tin; left on the stomach. 
Sullivan missfil a left, meant for the 
fai e, and Corbett laughed at him. At 
that Sulliv.in's face took on a savage 
smile anil lie chased Corbett around the 
ring. Cor) lett again came forward and 
landed his left on Sullivan's stomach 
and face and his right on tha big fallow's 
stomach. 

Twentieth round — Sullivan's left 

struck Corbett's brea.st as they came to 
the center of the ring, but only two sec- 
onds occurred afterward before Corbett 
sailed into him. Witli left and right 
Corbett ( a'lLrht Siilliv.an on both sides of 
the he;..l . lose to the ropes, and this 
same (h.-i me ( 'alifornian repeated with- 
in aiioiL. t -i,e,,i;il. Corljett followed 
this up with seven more blows of the 
same kind, and Sullivan could not pro- 
tect himself. Sullivan could not get in 
a single bl.i\v in return. He was jdainly 
groggy and weak. Corbett was very 
fresh ami ci iitidi-nt at tlie sound of the 
gong at which time he was smashing 
Sullivan at a ;.cieat rate left and right OU 
1/otll hides of Ihe head. 

Tsvt!iity-tir,s.t rouild and last -In re- 
gard to this tritliiig miniue and a half 
which decided the hejivy weight < haui- 
jiionship of the woild, a ),'reat deal 
might lie said even in that short time. 
That the contest would end in that 
round no man present believed. Sulli- 
van laiiie from liis corner in the .same 
shaj)e that he had shown for a dozen 
rounds befoi e. He had tlie same cross 
expression on Ins face, ami seemed to be 
as strong ,is at any time during the 
fight. He contuiueii to do tlie ••edgini;- 
in," and Corbett continued his original 
taeiicMof "i ;|giiig-awa.". ." This sort of 
trade was iioi going on very long, not 
more than ten seconds when ('orbett 
jampod back, rushed forward, hit John 
on the nose and John was da/eil. Cor- 
bett went at him further, and the same 
old nose was again smashed and acre

.lohn looked astounded, and Corltett 
jumped b;i( k with the merry smile of a 
school boy with a big apple, Sudilenly 
he returned !o the fray and before Sulli- 
van Knew wn It w.xs tlie meaning of the 
(,'alifoi iiian's happy look he got a crack 
on the ,-ide of tlie head that made him 
close his t-yes. With this Coibett w;is 
on top of him in less than im time. 
Left hand on one side of the head and, 
riu'l't hauil on tin- other, poor .hihii L. 
Sullivan liiH-auie an unconsciou.s beaten 
man. He staggered about on his pins 
for a .-let ond or no, and while displaying 
this fatal weakness, Corbett went down 
on him again, as u crow lights on corn 
where there is no dummy in the middle 
of the field. A right I'li the ear, and a 
left on the jaw settled the business and 
the championship. The last blow sent 
the great .lohn L, Sullivan to the fliK)r 
with a thump, the second time in all his 
long career as a tighter that he had ever 
been knocked down. Hut he was down 
this time for fair and finally. It was a 
clean and clever knockout blow, 

Sullivan doubled up his legs as if in 
pain, but in another instant seemed to 
collet, t his sen.seH and made an elfort to 
raise. He failed in tliat, and tried the 
second time with the same result. He 
was knocked out pure and simple. His 
sei-onds had come to him and assit>ted 
him to his corner. Even then John L. 
was "out" and didn't know what was 
going on. Jt^a^not for over two mlA" 



ntes that .lohn L. recovered himself. 
Meantime, Corbett had retired to Ins 
corner cjii the order of the referee, while 
the man who has long been known as 
the • champion of champions" was 
counted out and carried to his chair. 

When ten seconds were at last at an 
end i'rofessor Mike Donovan, of the 
New York Athletic club and W. A. 
Brady, Corbett's manager, sprang to the 
staiie ni.il Hung their arms around the

While tins huLTging was going on 
Sullivan's handlers were iiouriiiff water 
over him and plai iiig aninioiiia to his 
no.ce, and with much tr^'U Me brought 
him around. When he did come to he 
looked up at Jai k McAuliffe, who was 
fanning him with the towel, an(i after 
opening his eyes half way, or as far as 
he could, said in liis more than ordinary 
"bootleg" voice: "Say, am I Uokadr 
Did that j'oung fellow do it 'r " 

McAuliffe sorrowfully admitted that 
that was the cat e. John did not say any 
more until ('orbett came over and shooK 
hands with him. John got up, took Cor- 
bett's hand and then spoke to the crowd: 
"Gentlemen, " said the e.x-champion, "I 
am only glad that the championship naa 
been won by an American." 

This siK-ech brought down the house, 
as it has not been affected during all the 
week. There was a great, wild-and- 
woolly west, hot-southern, mad enthusi- 
astic yell wh' n Corlndt knocked John 
L. Sullivan out, but that noise waa not 
a marker t> the wild, mad house de- 
monstration that tha gang made when 
John L. said those manly worda.

THERE 18 NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 



The Nrnnrice Cl<ii4ely Ci>iillne«l to th« In- 
fected Mhlp* anil the Islands In Lower 
Bajr— Condition of AflMn Aeross the 
Atlantic. 

New YmtK. Sept. — A resume of 
conditions in the lower bay on the in- 
fected akipa and ialanda ahowa that tha 
situation ia grave without being in> 
creased in alarming features. Since 
last reports thereanltis ten new cases, 
eight on the Normannia, (among the 
crew who have been returned to ship 
after their ablution and disinfection on 
Hoffman Island) and two on tha Bugia 
among the steerage paasengers. 

Tha official report Is aa follows: 

Normannia— Eight casea. Max Qvth- 
man , aged twenty-four ; Stanilaus Knaus, 
aged twenty-six; Richard Fisher, aged 
twenty-four; Frans Oent, aged tliirty- 
one; Emil Petri, agedtwenty-one; Julius 
Solurz, aged thirty; Wilhelm Rennan- 
beg, aged thirty; Karl Berandt, agad 
twenty-four. 

Ru^a— Two cases, Catherine Tosarow. . 
aged twenty-two; Orakie Kapoian, aged 
twen^-eight. 

Hoffman Island— No naw develop- 
ments. 

Moravia— None. 

While it is common to term all oases 
cholera it is reported aa likely that casea 
on the Normannia are bowel troubles, 
resulting from the imperfect dryingof 
the clothing after disinfection. The 
ameliorating feattire of the day is the 
progress made toward securing a refuge 
for the safe detention of the uninfected 
voyagers. Dr. Jenkins has been work- 
ing hard on this problem, and soon ex- 
pects the conclusion af an arrangement 
for the use of Fire Island hotel for the 
cabin passengers of the Normannia. 

It is also contemplated to erect bar- 
races on Sandy Hook, and if the Fire 
Island hotel deal is consummated the 
steerage peopla can ba cared for on the 
Hook. 

Secretary Tracy's suggestions for tents 
will be carried out if they are furnished 
by the war department as Dr. Jenkins 
has advised Ueneral Tracy he could 
use them to advantage. 

(ireat encouragement is felt at the 
fact that no cases liave developed among 
the Normannia's steeia^,'e piLssengers 
who are domiciled on HolTmau Island. 
This shows th.it they are not s<'riously 
infected. 

In the lower bay Dr. Sanborn is in 
chance ;ibo;ird the Normannia, while on 
the l{ugi,i .ilfairs are in charge of Dr. 
Theodore Walser, of Staten Island, who 
hiis been a deputy during the seige. His 
selection is commended. Owing to the 
absence of further outbreaks on the 
Moravia affairs there are in ohaifa af 

the ship's surgeon. 

The events at the njiper lioardiiig sta- 
tion have been the arrival of the Waes- 
land. City of New York and the .Spree.

Some of the bodies ;ire dressed in 
street clothes, others are naked, others 
ore \vrapi>ed in sheetn. Five hundred 
men are emploved constantly in nailing 
together plain board iiothns, ftOO more in 
digging graves. The undertakt;rs can 
not naff till their orders, and most of tlie 
bodies are packed into coffins by poiters 
or ofdarliaa.

If 
he had not the protection, the loaf would 
lell for a shilling ; but he has protection, 
and it will sell for onp-and-HiK-i»cnce. 

Protection is tlie English for six-pence; 
and what is more.lit is the English for an 

extiirtc'l six pence. Tlii> mean in l; of jno- 
tection, therefore, is robbery— robbery of 
the poor by the lich."— Rochester Herald. 



The rainfall for the past weelc over the 
.State was generally deficient. The cen- 
tral counties bad abundant rains, but by 
far the larger portion of the State is still 
u nder the influence of the drouth. Light 
rains were <inite general tlirouiihotit the 
State during Sunday night and Monday, 
but only in a few sections was there 
enoii)f!i to break the existing; ilrotith. On 
the whole the rainfall was not sutlicient 
to be of much benefit. 

The temperature during the week was 
below the normal. During the early part 
of I lie week it was ijuite cool for growing 
crops. There was reported from Spotts- 
ville, Henderson County, a very light 
frost on the niitht of the .'list of August, 
no damage resulting. The temperature 
conditions during the latter part of the 
week were more favorable to veijetation. 

.Sunshine was about normal, and had a 
irood effect in ripening tobacco. 

The reports indicate an outlook for a 
considerable deficiency in all crops, prob- 
ably amounting to from 15 to 60 cent. 

In the southwestern counties, however, 
and even in portions of the central coun- 
ties, the report.s give a promising outlook. 
Suffering from drouth continues in a 
great many sections, and great injury to 
crops, gardens and pastures have already 
been done, while preparations for plant- 
hig wheat and rye has been greatly re- 
tarded. Water is becoming scarce Iq 
some sections. 

The reports show about the same con- 
dition? in roKard to corn as <lid those of 
last week. The counties along the Ohio 
river report more suffering from the 
drouth than heretofore, while the good 
rains in some of the central counties 
were too lat« to prevent great damage. 
This crop will be short except in the 
southwestern counties, probably about 2o 
or 30 per cent. 

Tobacco has not the advantage of corn 
as ai)pears from the reports received ; the 
worm.s have aided the drouth in many 
sections to reduce this crop. Cutting is 
rapidly progressing ; the weather has been 
very favorable for this work, and next 
week will find a largo portion of the crop 
iiouaed. The south-western counties re- 
port an extra crop of tobacco. In most all 
other sections great complaint is made, 
and a shor,tage of from 15 to SO per cent, 
is looked for. 

Hemp is beint? cut in the parts of the 
.State where there is any raised. The 
acreage of this crop is probably much 
below the usual. 

Pastures are in need of rain verymuch. 
(hardens are also suiTeiing.

Foolta usually carried a ^eavy iron bar 
or rod with him while in the cage, to aid 
him in keeping the animals under con- 
trol, but he forgot it yesterday until the 
procession had started. One of his fel* 
low showmen asked liiii! to wait a few 
minutes until the rod was secured, I)ut 
his reply was that they were already be- 
hind time, and he thought he ooald get 
along without it. 

On the route weit the animals were 
quiet, but going east on Third street they 
began to manifest their ugly disposition. 
The lon>,' drive had made them mad, and 
they finally got to fighting near the cor* 
ner of Plum street. Foalts separated 
tlii iii and they quieted down, butheioon 
thiew back tbe partition. ' 

People on the street Aotieed that Foalts 

looked scarcil, and one per^xiu remarked 
that that man had no business in there. 
Another party begged Foalts to get out 
ofthe catre, but theadvicewas iii>t heeded 

When nuaring the C. and O. crossing 
Bn bridge street, the tigers again began 
fi<;htin<:. Foults attempted to separate 
them, when the people following the pro- 
cession were horrified to see <»• of the 
monsters turn and seize him. 

The next instant the animal had Foultz 
down on the floor of the cage biting and 
clawing him. The cries and groans of 
the poor man were mingled with the 
fierce grow ls of the monster^. The alarm 
spread along the line aud iu a minute or 
so all was conftxsion. 

The tnitipe of Arabs connected with 
the show were on horseback following 
Jast behind. The prompt action of their 
chief andoubtedly saved IVmlt/. from 
death onthespot. Fortunately the Arab 
chief had a revolver in his pocket, and 
dashini? up to the catre he fired shot after 
shot into the animal. Kunr bullets bur- 
ied themselves in the tiger's neck before 
he relinquished his hold on his victim. 
The animals were beaten back and 
Foultz was then taken from tlie cage and 
carried into one of tbe buildings in Owens' 
Bow. 

Drs. Browninj;, Phillips and Yazell 
^ere soon on the scene, in response to 
hasty summons. Foalts soon rallied 
from the shock, and iiin wDunds were 
dressed. Altogether there are thirty or 
fotty of them on the shoulders, neck and 
head. Tlie back part of the .»calp was 
torn loose, and tbe neck and shoulders 
jrtNi badly laoenlted by tbe tiger't claws 
4uid teeth. 

The wounded man wu.s removed late 
in the afternoon to Mrs. Pollitt's board- 
ing, house, where the Hells Brothers arc 
having every attention paid him. At 
midnight last night, he was in a very 
dangerous condition, but this morning 
found' him greatly improved. His physi- 
cians regard bis chances for recovery as 
very good unless blood poisoning should 
result. 

Foultz is unmarried, is about tlurty 
years of age, and his home is at Koyal 
Center, Ind., although the proprietors of 
the show gave Oolambas, OUo, as his 
lionM. 

Tit* two tig*n were secured by Sells 

Brothers last winter while the show was 
in Queensland, Atistralla. Tlie y are only 
four or five years old, and formerly be- 
longed to some Prince in India. Tbe 
one shot was still living when the show 
left Maysville last night, and he could 
no doubt have made a good breakfast off 
of anyone who wouhl have ventured into 
the cage this morning. 

Some of the showmen claim that Foultz 
was thrown against tbe tiger by tlie w agon 
striking a rock, and that this caused tbe 
tronble. ^ * 

Another report ia that one of the clowns 
was the fellow who shot the tiger. The 
Buixbtin's information was obtained 
from Mr. Seoley, Press Agent ofithe show.

"Yee, I have known you all the time," 
and then lapsed into unconsciousness, 
in which state he remained until 4 
the next morning when he passed (luiet- 
ly away.

The funeral will be held at 2:30 p. m., 
on Batorday afternoon from his lat« res- 
idanoe on Friend street, the hooM in 
which many of his best poems were 
written and the shrine of every visitor 
to Amesbury.

His 
father was a fanner and his son was 
brought up to that pursuit, receiving only 
an ordinary common school education. 
Uls ancestors liad long been Quakers and 
It was a delightful surprise to the boy to 
receive a copy of Burns' poems when he 
was fourteen years of age. The reading of 
this book first aroused in him a desire to 
write verse, and at the age of seventeen 
his first poem, "The Diety," was written. 

His sister managed to find the poem that 
he had slyly written. She ran away wiUi 
it to the Newbnryport Free Prern, the 
great Garrison's newspaper, and no one 
knew whenee it had come. In a few days 
the young poet was abooked at seeing his 
vsnsa in print. The poem excited so mticb 
favorable comment that the frli^tened boy 
pleaded with bis sister not to reveal the 
authorship. But she was a girl, and a 
glad sister, so, of course, she could not 
keep the secret Tlien darrison, the great 
Garrison, came to see the blushing, , bare- 
foot boy, and caught him digging potatoes. 
Garrison encouraged him and published 

several other poems writtsn toe young 
poet 

The young poet worked at farming and 
shoe making and when he was twemy Uiul 
saved money enough to enable him to At- 
tend the Haverhill (Mass.) academy for six 
months. He afterwards became a school 
teacher, improving all his leisure hours tu 
increase his knowledge. In 183U his 
father died, and John for five years car- 
ried on the farm, writing poetry in the 
meanwhile. 

He then became editor of The American 
Manufacturer, a newsjiaper at Boston; 
then succeeded George D. Prentice as ed- 
itor of the New England Weekly Review. 
He became a strong anti-slavery man, and 
was for two years the secretary of the 
American Anti-Slavery society. In 18.V4 he 
removed to Philadelphia and edited the 
Pennsylvauia Freeman, doin^ ttii^woik 
with so much sincerity and vigor that the 
printing ofhce of his paper was aaokad 
and biirnetl by a mob. 

From this time he wns one of the inont 
prominent aiiii-sliivery nifii in tiie (oiin- 
try; and liis writings, l«)th pro^i- imil 
poetry, wi re largely in Mipi)oi t uf that 
cause. In l>4<t lie removed to Ainesliury, 
.MahH., iind in 1M7 becHine correhjfonding 
e<litor of 'I'he .N'litional Kra, an anti-slavery 
newspajH-r pnltli^hed in Wnsliingtou. 

He wus never married. In ISTi! he took 
up lii-< resiile/ue at I'eahoiiy (forJlerly 
South DaiiMTs), .Mass. 'I'lu-ie lie livisl, 
surrounded liy his friends, Ids hooks jind 
his pets. 

Fur many > i-.irs he devoted hiin.self to 
poetry, eai ii vMirk .is it ajJlH-iired winning 
for liim greaii T ,iiid greater fame until at 
last his cireli- (if ii utlers extended to all 
lands where l ln^lisli verse is known. The 
lirst C(iiii|)ii^tP j»neti( al works of Whittier 
were puldisbed in two volinnes iu 1H57 and 
the final edition of his works, siiijcrvised 
by hiiriself, u.im published in seven vol- 
umes iu IHHIt, 

His prose piil)li('ation.'^ are: "Legends of 
New Kngland," partly in verse; "Justice 
and Expediency, or .Slavery Considerad 
With a View to Its Abolition;" "The 
Bttanger of Ix>well;" "Snia-ruaturalism of 
Mew England;" "Leaves from Margaret 
Smith's Journal;" "Old Portraits," and 
"Modem Sketches and Literary itecrea- 
tions." His poetical works include "Mogg 
Magone," "Hallads," "Lays of My Home," 
"The liridal of Pennacook," "The Voices 
of Free<lom," "Songs of I.Abor," "The 
Chapel of the H«fmits," "Home Ballads 
and Poems la War Ttania.'* " f in rmhimnA » 



/in Arrntiaut's SsyeTlenre. 

"I saw a balloon ascension and para- 
ehate drop down ,in Texas not eo long 
ago," taid Ed Reeder, a well known hall 
player now with one of tha Sonthwaat* 
em leagae clnbs, "that was very inter- 
esting. The balloonteit Leroy made an 
aerial trip from a smrtl' tov.-n iioar Aus- 
tin one day and was to make a parachute 
leap. When at an altitude of about 
2,1)00 feet he suddeiily recollected that 
his parachute was a brand new one and 
had never been tested. Not caring to 
risk the thing he attached a fifty pound 
fjick of sand (ballast) to the iiarachute 
aui cut it loose. As ha feared, the thing 
failed to work right and did not open at 
all. 

"The sand and parachute dropped like 
a streak to the earth, gaining momentum 
with every foot of their descent nntil 

they struck the wotwlen roof of a house 
below, crashing through it like through 
eo much paper. The balloon soared aloft, 
and in duo time, as the hot air gradually 
escaped, sank slowly to earth in the 
midst of a farm several miles from the 
town. Tha ftom hands had ohaerved its 
coming, and when it alighted seised 
upon the airship, which was a valuable 
oiled silk afTiiir, and claimed it as tho 
property of tlio owner id' Ihe land be- 
cause it had landed there. 'I'hf ri;chts 
of Professor Leroy, who happened to 
hare landed right with his property, 
were entirely ignored. But tlie captors 
were obdurate and finally the professor 
departed. 

"He (ditained a writ of replevin for his 
balloon from the nearest stjuire, and a 
constable shortly after restored the cap- 
tured airship to its rightful owner. The 
hole In the roof of the building caused 
l)y the professor's sandbag and the dam- 
age r ii.-;. ijuent thereto had to be re- 
paired aii'l settled for at his expense. 
Had he t;iki II the place of his sandbag 
at the parachute's handle the funeral 
expenses would have far exceeded tho 
damaga to Um roof."— Cincinnati Timea-

No less an authority th:iu the presi- 
dent of the Institute of Civil Engineers 
has declared that the 6uli(hurous vajior 
produced during the combustion of coal 
is most benelldal to tha inhabitants of 
London, diaagraaaUa aa it ondoabtadly 
is. 

As many as XyO tons of sidphur are 
thrown into the air in one winter's day, 
and the enormous amotmt of sulplmrouH 
acid generated from it deodorizes and 
disinfects tha air, daatroying disagree- 
able smells emanating from rofnae heaps 
and se wera and killing the diaa a a e germs 
whidt find thair way into tha atmos- 
phere. 

There may be a ^^ood deal of truth in 
this view, but there is undoubtedly an- 
other side to the question. It is an old 
comparison tnat a doctor and hia drtigs 
bear a relationship to the patient and 
the disoiist! like that of a i^oHceman to- 
ward a houseiitdder Mttacked by a gar- 
roter. The i)oliceinan lays about with 
liis truncheon; sometimes ho hits tho 
householder, sometimes the garroter, 
and the good or ill which results from 
his interference will depend npon which 
party happens to get tha moat aad the 
heaviest blows. 

This simile is admirably suited to sul- 
phuroits acid in London fogs, for al- 
though it may be beneficial to the Jxm- 
don householders by destroying mi- 
crobes it certainly fireqnently doaa them 
harm by attacking their lungs and 
bringing on bronchitis and asthma, 
which soinctiines prove rajjidly fatal, to 
say nothing of the minor discomforts of 
a disMTaaable taste, filthy smell, atoffed 
nose, nnaky throat, amarting eyas and 
headaohie.— London Laaoet
